1. of salaries for dispensary medical

£250 to £200. This differentiation of scales 
of salary is a cause of well-grounded dissatis 
faction to the medical officers: The Health 
Boar had proposed to adopt a scale starting 
at £200 a vear and rising by £5 to £250, 
but this was insufficient to meet the just 
requirements of the doctors. The Minister 
asked the Board tc reconsider the matter 
and to adopt a seale starting at £200 a vear 
and rising by £10 a year to £500"

‘Mach co-operation had been given by 
Government departments during the year. 
In fact, one of the most encouraging signs 
of an industry that is calculated to bring at 
least three million pounds into the country 
every year was the increasing interest taken 
in the work of the Association by the 
various departments of State and the increas- 
ing desire on their part for close and helpful 
co-operation. As a result of the interest of 
the Ministry of Finance it was hoped, within 
the vear, to be installed in spacions ground 
flocr offices, which will give an opportunity 
for effective window display in 1932.

ACTIVITIES ABROAD. 


Nearly; half a million, pieces of literature 
had been circulated throughout Great Britain 
and wel' over 300,000 leaflets throughout 
U.S.A.; while Canada, Australia,.. Africa, 
Egypt, Japan and South America had been 
equally well catered for. It was hoped to 
avail of the unique advantages of the 
Eucharistic Congress year to open new lines 
of communication with all these countries.

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SUEZ CANAL DUES. 


MR. GRAHAM TO MAKE 
A STATEMENT.

‘When the question of Suez Canal due 
ahd the remuneration paid to directors’ 
was raised again in the bese of Commons 
vesterday, Mr. Graham (President of tha 
Board of Trade) said that careful con- 
sideration was being given to British ship- 
owners and complaints against the scale 
of dues. He hoped soon to make a state- 
ment on ‘the subject. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy asked 
whether the President of the Board of: 
Trade could not use the voting power of 
Brith Government. stocks to influence 
the Companiy’s policy,’ ’ 

Mr. Graham said that he preferred not 
to be drawn into controversy on that point’ 
while the present discussions continued. 

Mr. Pethick-Lawrence (Financial Secres 
tary to the Treasury) stated that, in 
practice, no question arose of the Govern- 
ment’s using their voting power as shares 
holders in the Suez Canal Company in 
connection with the appointment of British 
directors. It was the custom of the un- 
oficial British directors to fill vacancies 
by nominating new directors, and these 
appointments were ratified in due course. 
In the case of the three officials appointed 
by His Majesty's Government, no retiring 
age was prescribed. 


QUALIFICATION OF DIRECTORS. 


Mr. Dalton (Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs) said that 2 per cent. of the net 
profits of the Suez Canal Company were, 
in accordance with the statutes, allotted 
to the directorate. The income of each 
director depended to some extent on the 
number of meetings attended by him. I¢ 
was not possible, therefore, to state the 
exact amounts received by the British 
official directors last year. 

Asked about the experience of tha 
British directors appointed to represent 
British interests on the Board of the Suez 
Canal Company, Mr. Dalton said:—It 
appears that the appointments made. by 
previous Governments haye not. usually 
been given 'to persons with specialised 
business experience, but rather to persong 
with Parliamentary or official experience.

‘*“It seems apparent that, on the passing 
of tie bill. the I.A.A, will cease to exist, 
but their Council, consisting of about forty, 
will automatically become the General Coun- 
cil of the new registered body, and every 
auctioneer, valuer and house agent will be 
required to pay ' registered fees ’—otherwise 
an annual subscription—to the newly con- 
stituted body, who in reality would the 
Irish Auctioneers’ Assoriation. ~ 
“ At the present time membership to all 
Auctioneers’ Associations is purely volun- 
tary, whereas under the bill membership to 
the new body would become compulsory.

UNITED COUNCIL AND A 
“GRAVE PROBLEM,” 


The following resolutions have been adopted 
by the Council of the United Christial 
Churches in Ireland in regard to the position 
in India :— | 

The United Council of Christian Churches 
and Religious Communions in Ireland feels 
c®led upon to express its deep satisfaction at 
the progress which has been made toward 
the settlement of the future relations between 
the peoples of India and of Britain by tha 
Round Table Conference, and by subsequeng 
steps taken by the Viceroy in India. 

e Council rejoices in the agreement of the 
leaders of political parties in Britain regards 
ing this grave problem, and earnestly hopes 
for a continuance of that unity. 

The Council feels convinced that the more 
the spirit of Christ pervades the deliberationg 
of statesmen—British and Indian—in their 
future discussions, the more certain will be 
the assurance of an amicable, permanent and 
mutually beneficial result from their labours. 

In view of the fact that on that resulf 
not only the future of our Empire, but alsa 
of vast regions of the Orient, will in no 
small measure depend, the Council asks for 
constant prayer that the Divine guidance 
may rest upon all further negotiations and 
upon the Conference, which, it is expected, 
will be held this year in London, 

The United Council of Christian Churches 
and Religious Communions in Ireland records 
its thankfulness for the progress towards the 
limitation of naval armaments that has been 
made by the London Naval Treaty and the 
subsequent negotiations between France and 
Italy, and, being conscious that the meeting 
of the Disarmament Conference in Geneva 
next February is an event which may well 
prove a decisive factor for good or ill in 
the cause of world peace, it appeals to the 
Chucrhes represented on the United Council 
to take steps to instruct those for whom 
they are severally responsible concerning the 
issues involved, and to call them to prayer 
and individual action, so that public opinion 
may be raised to the level of the teaching of 
Christ, and the deliberations of the Confer 
ence may redound to the glory of God.
